-By Qeorge Matthew A dams­ 
on, HOW IGNORANT 


I 
T DOESN'T do any of us good to begin to think th a t we know m uch. I 
have gone through High School and College. I have seen m any things, 
travelled much, talked with those who seemed veritable encyclopedias, and 
yet not a day goes by th a t I am not stum ped over the sim plest of in­ 
quiries. 
I took cut my old stam p album the other day. I began it a t the ten ­ 
der age of about 8. and followed it up for years, and yet. as I turned the 
pages and saw the names of denizens of countries of which I knew noth­ 
ing whatsoever—not even knowing where they were located, I began to 
think how ignorant I was! 
I studied literature in school and thought th a t I had a fair knowl­ 
edge of the great writers of the world, yet when I began to collect books as 
a hobby several years ago, I came to realize how ignorant I was as re ­ 
gards the really great w riters of the world. 
I began to read m ore and 
more. Each year I add new writers to my list because of their worth. Just 
last week I secured a copy of a m ost absorbing little book by N orm an Da- 
vey called "The Pilgrim of a Smile." and it has delighted me for m any an 
evening—covering up m any a worry, and burying many as well. 
Each year th at I live I learn about how ignorant I am —and yet there 
is not a hum an being with whom I talk who can’t learn som ething from 
me, and I from him—no m atter how much more learned th a t one m ay be 
th an I am. 
Our ignorance should really encourage us. It should stim ulate us to 
want to know more, to be ever on the search for newer and m ore knowl­ 
edge. 
But if you ever m eet a so-called "know -it-all,” run from him as 
fast as you can. He will poison your very soul! There is no such person, 
excepting in the im agination of such a one. 
Fabore devoted a lifetime to the study of insects, T o read one chap­ 
ter from one of his absorbing books is to make one feel how strangely 
ignorant most of us are. 
"All our loves, all our hero-worships, all our dream s of coming peace, 
all our visions of fortune, are the fruits of ignorance," wrote Hilaire Belloc. 
How glorious to be ignorant—there are so many thrills ahead through 
learning!
